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The House of Representatives has 
voted to begin new investigations into 
the murders of President John F. Ken- 
nedy and the Rev. Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr., the civil rights leader. 

' v A special commission under the late 
Chief Justice Warren reported in 1964 
‘'that 'there was no evidence that any- 
one other than Lee Harvey Oswald was 
involved in the Kennedy killing. De- 
spite many attempts to discredit the 
report, that essential finding has never 
been successfully challenged. 

James Earl Ray pleaded guilty to 
killing Dr. King, but Mr. Ray has since 
■retracted his confession and sought a 
new trial. 
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
